that, they tie checked and opposed. In 
addition the president said that since 
they grow out of econbmic conditions 
the measures .taken by the law should 
be carefully considered. We should not 
endeavor by rash means to enter upon 
a course of conduct that we will after- 
wards regret. He then discussed the 
course of Attorney General Knox and 
showed how that gentleman has put 
down the aalt trust on the Pac(iflc 
coast, has attacked the meat trust, 
has brought the great railroad mer- 
ger of the Northern Pacific to time, 
and is steadily teaching the great Cor- 
porations of the country that they, are 
subject, to the law. 
Nothing can be 


clearer than1 the president's exposition 
of the methods pursued by the attor- 
ney general. Mr. Knox has frequently 
been' berated for. not proceeding at a 
faster pace, but Roosevelt shows in His 
speech that he has gone quite as rap- 
idly as was Consistent with the 
best 


Interests of the nation, and he has al- 
so shown that the administration. Is 
not afraid to cope with this evil, and 
that the president is neither the part- 
ner nor. the' t6ol of the monopolists. 
While he accords them strict justice 
he is not to be swerved from his course 
by threats, seers or opposition.

crop which furnishes the giedtet part 
of the seed torn planted, will not gei- 
mlnate this spiing. The conditions dui- 
ng the past winter have been very un- 
avoiabie for the maintenance of vltal- 
ty of seed corn, the late matmlty, the 
sappy condition at husking time, with 
consequent Inci eased motattire In the 
ctlbbecl corn, has made it more sus- 
ceptible to the past wlntei's freezing 
and the insult is u very huge per cent 
of coin low In vitality. Coin husked 
early and stored carefully wheie it be- 
came thoroughly 
dry 
before cold 
««ather Is not damaged and will grrm- 
mate vigorously, from the result of a 
number of caieful tests made in our 
geiminating laboratories 


Samples from Covered Cribs Poor. 
On the other hand samples taken 


from covered rrlbs thts spring have 
Riven very low per cents of vitality In 
some cases only the root part of the 
germ was killed, in others the root 
germinated, while the stalk vuis dead, 
and in the majority of ctises the ker- 
nels sent foith 
verj> 
slow-gi owing 
«euk sprouts Frequently it has been 
found that the kernels on one side ot 
an eai would grow, while on the other 
side they will not. 
It is necessary, 


theiefoie for the fa,) mere who ara de- 
pending upon theii cribbed corn for 
seed, to make suie that their seed 
when planted will sprout at least 96 
timos out of 100 in a very vigorous 
manner. 


How to Make the Test. 
To make a test of the germinating 
power of your coin, take kernels from 
near the butt and tip and middle of 
the ear ft dm opposite sides as nearly 
as possible. These keinels should be 
taken from at least 60 ears, so the 
composite sample will be a fair one of 
all the corn saved foi seed 
These 
kernels may then 
be 
sprouted by 


planting them In a large dinner plate 
filled with moist, sand, planting the 
kernels top downwards and covering 
the sand with a smaller Inverted plate 
This gei mlnator should be then set and 
kept In a warm room and kept moist. 
At the end of three or foui days the 
kemels should nave sprouted enough 
to make the counts of those germin- 
ated and "thus to determine the per 
cent of vitality. 
The Cigar Box Teat. 
Anothet very simple way to test seed 


foi \ltality is to wrap the kernels In 
n moist newspaper and plnce In a ci- 
gar box or some closed receptacle that 
does not exclude all the air and set In 
a warm room. Then if 95 pel cent of 
the kernels sprout quickly and visoi- 
ously the corn Is safe to plant, other- 
wise the stand of corn planted from 
such seed Will te pool and uneven. 
Now Is the Um6 to test your Seed 
corn, as planting time Is nearly here.

Noodles with Tomatoes. 
Boll with noodles In salted wcter as 


diiected Put two ounces of putter In 
a saucepan over the lire, add a me- 
dium-sized onion chopped fine, a small 
bay leaf, bruised, eight whdle pepers 
and cook live minutes, but do not 
brown, adci a can of tomatoes, one tea* 
spoonful of salt, one tablaspoo;lful of 
sugar, and cook fifteen minutes. Thick- 
en the tomatoes with a level'table- 
spoonful of corn starch moistened with 
a little cold water cook a few mlntites, 
drain the noodles and put them In a 
heated dmh In alternate layers With the 
tomatoes and serve at once 
Baked Noodles. 
Boll desired quantity of noodles In 
salted water, drain and put them in a 
saucepan with sufficient cold milk to 
cover, add two ounces of butter and 
about four ounces ot grated Parmesan 
cheese, pepper and nutmeg to taste. 
Toss over the ftre for several minutes 
then heap in a hot dish, sprfnkle gen- 
erously with giated buuered crumbs 
and brown In a hot oven. Serve as soon 
as done. 


Noodles With Checker 
Melt two ounces of butter it) a, sauce- 
pan, stir In one and one-half ounces 
of flour, add salt and cayenne to taste 
and a" cup of milk. Work to a mm 
paste, add three eggs and four ounces 
of giatej Parmesan cheese. Have ready 
a saucepan,of boiling water, drbp tha 
mixtuie into this and boil for fifteen 
minutes. Take them out. drain, place 
on a hot dish on a lace paper dolly, 
garnish with parsley and serve brown 
Bauce from a separate dish.
